A Bill further to amend the Tamil Nadu Clinical Establishments (Regulation ) 

Act, 1997 . 


BE it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of TamilNadu in the Seventieth 
Year of the Republic of India as follows:

1. ( 1) This Act may be called the Tamil Nadu Clinical Establishments (Regulation ) 
Amendment Act, 2019 . 


(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 31st day of May 2019 .

2 . In section 3 of the Tamil Nadu ClinicalEstablishments (Regulation ) Act, 1997 ,

( 1) in sub -section ( 1 ), — 


(i) in the first proviso , for the expression “ nine months”, the expression 
" fifteen months” shallbe substituted ; 


(ii) in the second proviso , for the expression “ twelve months ”, the expression 
“ eighteen months” shall be substituted ; 


(2 ) to sub -section ( 2 ), the following proviso shall be added , namely : 


" Provided that no fee shall be collected from the clinical establishments established 
and administered or maintained by the State Government or Central Government or any 
Departments of the State Government or Central Government or a company owned or 
controlled by the State Government or Central Government or a local authority." . 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Tamil Nadu Clinical Establishments (Regulation ) Act, 1997 ( Tamil Nadu Act 4 of 1997 ) was brought into force on 
01 .06 .2018 . As per the first proviso to sub - section ( 1) of section 3 of the said Act, every clinical establishment in existence on the 
date of the commencement of the Tamil Nadu Private Clinical Establishments (Regulation ) Amendment Act, 2018 (Tamil Nadu Act 
19 of 2018 ) shall apply for registration within ninemonths from the notified date (i. e . 01.06 .2018 ) . Further, according to the second 
proviso to the said sub -section , every clinical establishment in existence on the notified date (i. e. 01. 06 .2018 ) shall cease to carry 
on its business on the expiry of twelve months from the notified date (i.e . on 31 .05 . 2019 ), unless such clinical establishment has 
applied for registration and is so registered or till such application is disposed of, whichever is earlier. Representations have been 
received from the existing clinical establishments to extend the period for registration of clinical establishments . The Government 
have therefore decided to extend the period for registration of existing clinical establishments for a further period of six months. 
Further, the clinical establishments run by State , Central and Quasi Government are rendering medical care facilities to the poor at 
free of cost. The Governmenthave therefore decided to exempt the said clinical establishments from the payment of registration 
fee . Accordingly, the Government have decided to amend the said Act for the purpose in view .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS . 


In the recent times, a lot of developments have happened in the area of processing and value addition of agricultural produce , 
which have direct relevance to AgriculturalMarketing and Agri Business . The perishable commodities of agriculture require pre 
and post harvest research and development, wherein the Agricultural Marketing Department plays a crucial role. Interaction of 
Marketing Research Scientists of the Tamil Nadu Agricultural University with the Development officials of AgriculturalMarketing 
Department will certainly complement the farming venture to become a profitable venture . 


2.It is therefore considered that it is highly imperative to involve the Commissioner ofAgriculturalMarketing and Agri Business 
in the Management of the Tamil Nadu Agricultural University. Hence , it has been decided to include the Commissioner or Director 
of the AgriculturalMarketing and Agri Business as a member of the Board ofManagement of the Tamil Nadu AgriculturalUniversity . 


3 . Accordingly, the Government have decided to amend the Tamil Nadu Agricultural University Act, 1971 (Tamil Nadu Act 8 
of 1971) suitably.

In section 3 of the Tamil Nadu State Minorities Commission Act, 2010 , in sub - Amendment of 
section ( 2 ), in clause (a ), for the expression “ a Chairperson and six other members” , the Section 3 .

3. Any meeting of the Tamil Nadu State Minorities Commission held during the Validation 
period commencing on the 8th day ofMarch 2019 and ending with the date of publication 
of this Act in the Tamil Nadu Government Gazette , shall for all purposes be deemed to 
be and to have always been validly held in accordance with law as if the principal Act, as 
amended by this Act, had been in force at all material times and any act done or decision 
taken or proceeding conducted in such meeting shall not be liable to be questioned in 
any court of law . 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


According to sub - section (2 ) of section 3 of the Tamil Nadu State Minorities Commission Act, 2010 ( Tamil Nadu 
Act 21 of 2010 ) , the TamilNadu State Minorities Commission shall consist of a Chairperson and six othermembers to be nominated 
by the Government, from amongst persons of eminence , ability and integrity. While reconstituting the State Minorities Commission , 
the tenure of which expired on 31st December 2018 , taking into consideration , the increase in population and the Welfare of 
the minorities , it was decided to increase the composition of members of the said Commission from six to nine. Accordingly, in 
G .O (Ms) No. 30 , Backward Classes , Most Backward Classes and Minorities Welfare Department, dated 08 . 03. 2019 , the State 
Minorities Commission was reconstituted with a Chairperson and nine members . The Government have therefore decided to 
amend the Tamil Nadu State Minorities Commission Act , 2010 ( TamilNadu Act 21 of 2010 ) retrospectively for the said purpose .
